FATALITY 


English Lad Fatally Shot on Farm 
Nine Miles East of Strathcona 


Strathcona, Sept. 4—Special to the 


Bulletin—A shocking accident oceurr- 
ed at Colchester, nine miles east of 
Strathcona, as the result of which an 


unfortunate English boy, by the name 


of Gould, is dead and a young farmer 
named Wilde has surrendered himself 
to the authorities pending an inves- 
tigation.

Clinchey street affray, and while that 
irrepressible young man was having 
the wounds inflicted by Chief Patter- 
son dressed at the city lock up that a 
smart looking and well dressed young 
man rushed up to the officers present 
and in a very excited manner stated

He gave his name as Wilde and said 
that his farm was nine miles south- 
east of the town, in the Colchester set- 
tlement. He had been handling a cou- 
ple of guns and

what he had thought was an empty 
gun, whex to his horror the rifle 
which had been loaded went off and 
the contents struck the lad. Wilde im- 
mediately drove in all haste to Strath- 
cona and informed the authorities and 
Dr. F. W. Craig immediately set out 
about ten o'clock for the scene of the 
accident. By the time he arrived there 


the boy was dead.
